MUSEUM ANNOUNCES 1995 WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS 

The Cleveland Museum of Art’s popular Wednesday Evening Festivals, 
traditionally held in July, are for the second year in a row scheduled throughout June, 
July, and August-an entire summer’s worth of festival nights-every Wednesday from 
June 7 to August 30-for thirteen Wednesdays in all. Visitors can enjoy exhibitions, 
lectures, music, dance, drama, poetry reading, movies, indoor and outdoor dining, and all 
the museum’s permanent collection has to offer until 9:45 each Wednesday evening. 

Most events are free. 

Live music will embrace a wide variety of classical, jazz, folk, and rock, presented 
in Gartner Auditorium or in more casual settings in the galleries, the courtyard, or the 
South Steps overlooking Cleveland’s Fine Arts Garden. Three film series include much- 
loved American hits: "Silent Treasures from the George Eastman House" (June), "Burt 
Lancaster: From Here to Eternity" (July), and "Marilyn Times Five" (August); films are 
$4, or $3 for museum members. Major exhibitions overlapping the three-month Festivals 
are Visions of Love and Life: Pre-Raphaelite Art from the Birmingham Collection, 
England (May 31 - July 16) and Elvis + Marilyn: 2 x Immortal (August 2 - September 
24). Speakers will explore topics related to 19th-century British artists and the modern 
art inspired by Elvis Presley and Marilyn Monroe; the Elvis + Marilyn exhibition is $6 
(free to museum members). 

Music serves as a backdrop for outdoor diners each Wednesday as the Museum 
Cafe offers an assortment of sandwiches, soups, salads and summer entrees along with 
desserts, cappuccino and espresso. In the outdoor courtyard, grilled foods (weather 
permitting) and an assortment of summer wines by the glass add to the Wednesday 
evening dining choices. 

Families may help create a mural of their own icons, inspired by the Elvis + 
Marilyn exhibition, in the Lower Level/Education Gallery (downstairs from the show) 
beginning in August. As always on Wednesdays, all museum galleries and the Museum 
Store are open until 9:45 pm.
